A.  RE  ISSUANCE  AND  PURPOSE 


This  Instruction,  under  reference  (a),  reissues  reference  (b)  to  provide 
for  the  collection  of  command  and  non-command  sponsored  military  dependents 
and  increases  the  frequency  of  reporting  all  categories  of  dependents.  It 
prescribes  uniform  reporting  requirements  designed  to  provide  responsible 
officials  in  the  Office  of  the  Secretary  of  Defense  with  a  central  source  of 
data  for  use  in  formulating  and  evaluating  dependent’s  programs. 


R.  APPLICABILITY 


Ihis  Instruction  applies  to  the  Office  of  th<‘  Secretary  of  Defense  (OSU), 
the  Military  Departments,  the  Organization  of  the  .Joint  Chiefs  of  Staff  (O.JCS), 
tfie  Lnifieii  and  Specified  Commands,  the  Inspector  General  of  the  Department  of 
Defense  (IG,  DoD ) .  the  lini formed  Services  University  of  the  Health  Sciences 
I  LSL'HS )  ,  tfie  Defense  Agencies  other  than  the  Dc'fense  Intelligence  Agency  (DIA) 
and  thi‘  National  Security  Agency  ( NSA ) ,  and  DoD  Kield  Activities  (hereafter 
referred  to  collectively  as  "DoD  Components").  The  term  "Military  Services," 
as  iisecl  herein,  refers  to  tfie  Army,  Navy,  Air  Pone,  ancl  Marine-  Corps.

D.  REPORTS

(1)  Reports  ( DD  Form  2498  and  Format  A.)  shall  iiulude  data  loiuern- 
ing  dependents  ot  all  .ulive  duty  officer  and  enlisted  military  personnel 
assigned  and  iharge.ible  to  tbe  "active  forces"  under  their  approved  military 
manpower  programs,  iiuluding  dependents  of  personnel  assigned  to  the  USD,  the 
OJCS,  the  Defense  Agencies,  and  to  Government  Agencies  outside  the  Department 

of  Defense.  The  Department  of  the  Navy  shall  provnle  separate  lepoiti,  for 
dependents  of  Navy  and  Marine  Corps  active  duty  military  personnel. 

(2)  Data  on  dependents  of  civilian  employees  (DD  Form  2498)  shall 
be  limited  to  dependents  of  U . S .  citizen  civilian  employees: 

(a)  Paid  from  appropriated  funds. 

(b)  Located  in  Alaska,  Hawaii,  U.S.  territories  and  foreign 
countries,  except  dependents  of  L . S .  citizen  employees  who  are  permanent 
residents  of  these  States  or  territories. 

(3)  DoD  standard  data  element  "Countries  of  the  World,"  as  provided 
in  DoD  5000. 12-M  (reference  (d)),  shall  be  used  in  listing  foreign 

countries  ( DD  Form  2498). 

(4)  The  Military  Departments  shall  provide  separate  reports  on  DoD 
Dependent  Schools  employees  who  are  included  in  the  Military  Departments 
personnel  reporting  systems. 

b.  DoD  Components .  The  Directors  ot  Defense  Components  shall  provide 
data  for  overseas  dependents  of  U.S.  citizen  civilian  employees  under  their  re¬ 
spective  personnel  reporting  | ui i sd i ct ions  in  accordance  with  instructions  in¬ 
cluded  in  subparagraphs  D.2.a.(2)  and  (3),  above.  Washington  Headquarters 
Services  (WHS),  Directorate  for  Personnel  and  Security,  shall  report  for  all 
di rec t 1 y-serv i ced  DoD  Field  Activities.  Reporting  of  DoD  Dependent  Schools  shall 
be  provided  by  the  cognizant  Military  Departments  as  a  part  of  civilian  personnel 
servicing  agreements. 

3.  Method  of  Reporting.  Dependents  of  active  duty  military  personnel  shall 
be  displayed  by  command  and  non-command  sponsored  categories  as  shown  on  DD  Form 
2498  (enclosure  2).  Significant  changes  from  one  quarter  to  the  next  should  be 
explained  in  the  cover  memorandum  accompanying  the  input.  Because  of  the 
pressing  need  for  accurate  "location  data”  information,  the  number  and  type  of 
dependents  located  outside  the  continental  United  States  (CONUS)  shall  be  based 
on  ACTUAL  quarterly  counts.  However,  if  the  Component  has  a  master  file  that 
accurately  reflects  the  number  and  location  of  dependents,  then  data  from  this 
source  may  be  used.  The  following  exceptions  may  be  employed: 
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a.  In  the  interest  of  econoay,  Amy  military  dependents  who  are  per¬ 
manent  residents  of  Alaska,  Hawaii,  major  U.S.  territories,  and  the  Philippines 
may  be  estimated  from  samples;  and 

b.  The  number  and  type  of  active  duty  military  dependents  located  in 
CONUS  may  also  be  derived  by  either  ot  the  following  methods; 

(1)  By  estimates  based  on  samples,  or 

(2)  By  subtracting  data  on  dependents  located  outside  this  area 
from  worldwide  figures  based  on  military  personnel  individual  machine  records.

c.  A  parent  (including  a  stepparent  or  parent  by  adoption). 

d.  Any  other  person  related  by  blood,  marriage,  or  adoption. 

e.  Any  person  residing  outside  the  CONUS,  other  than  the  foregoing,  whom 
the  appropriate  DoD  Component  recognizes  as  a  dependent  of  the  member  or 
employee . 

2.  COMMAND  SP^N^ORM  DEPENDENTS .  Dependents  ol  a  service  member  residing  with 
the  service  member  at  his  or  her  duty  station  outside  the  CONUS,  where  the 
accompanied  tour  is  authorized  and  the  service  member  is  authorized  to  serve 
said  tour,  and  where  dependents  meet  the  following  conditions; 

a.  Entitled  to  travel  to  the  service  member's  duty  sta'^ion  at  Government 
expense,  incident  to  the  service  member's  permanent  change  of  station  (PCS) 
orders . 

b.  Are  authorized  by  the  appropriate  authority  to  be  at  the  service  member's 
duty  station. 

c.  As  a  result  of  their  residence  in  the  vicinity  of  the  service  member's 
duty  station,  entitle  said  service  member  to  station  allowances  at  the  "with 
dependents"  rate. 

3.  NON-COMMAND  SPONSORED  DEPENDENTS.  Dependents  of  a  service  member  residing 
with  the  service  member  at  his  or  her  duty  station  outside  the  CONUS,  where 
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the  accoapaaied  tour  may  or  may  not  be  authorized.  These  dependents  shall  not 
be  entitled  to  travel  to  and  from  the  service  member's  overseas  duty  station 
at  Government  expense.  They  shall  not  entitle  the  service  member  to  station 
allowances  at  the  "with  dependents"  rate.  These  dependents  may  be  either 
"acquired  dependents"  or  "individually  sponsored  by  the  service  member"  into 
the  command  without  endorsement  by  the  appropriate  authority.  Depending  on 
individual  status  of  forces  agreements  (SOFAs),  U.S.  statutes,  congressional 
guidance,  DoD  policy,  or  Military  Service  regulations,  these  dependents  may  be 
denied  access  to  certain  dependent  support  facilities.
